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A GALLANT RESCUE. 


TIMELY DISCOVERY OF THE 
WRECK BY THE «ST. LOUIS.” 


The *Veendam” Strikes Submorged 


Wreckage and Goes Down--Crew 
and Passengers all Saved--Pathetic 
Scenes, 


The American line steamer, St. Lovis, 
Capt. Randle, recently arrived at New 
York froin Southampton. and reported 
the loss at sea of the Holland-American 
steamer Veendam, Capt. Stenger. from 
Rotterdam for New York, at quarantine. 
Capt. Stenger, who arrived with the 
yassengers and crew on the St. Louis. re- 
ported as follows: ‘The stcamer Veen- 
dam, of the Holland-American line. ( apt. 
C. Stenger, left Rotterdam, on Febraarg 
lis 
y of a crew, 
bound for New York, February 4 about 
9.17 p- m., ship's time, in latitude 49.35 
north, longtitude 9),U1 west. we struck 
submerged wreckage, which probably 
tore a hule in the ship’s bottom, and 
broke her propellor shaft. We found 
that our ship was making consid+rable 
water. We immediately set all whe 
umps to work, but the water gained on 
us. Inthe meantime all our boats were 
made ready in order to leave the ship at 
& moments notice, because she was now 
sinking rapidly by the stern. Notwith- 
Standing all efforts made by crew and 
passengers at the pumps, the vessel was 
sinking rapidly. At 10.3) a.m., we ob- 
served the mast headlights of a large 
steamer bearing about east by south from 
us. Made signals of distress, on which 
the vesse] bore down on us. Wethen de- 
cided for the safety of the passengers and 
crew toabanden the ship. The vessel 
proved to be the St. Louis, of the Ameri- 
can line, Southampton for New York. 
We hailed her. aud reported that our ship 
vas sinking, and wished to be taken off. 

“At ll.fdoa.m. we commenced totrans- 
fer our passengers and crew, using three

At4.55a.m. Monday thorning, eve: y- 
body was transferred to the St. Louis. 
When the last boat left the Veendam was 
laboring very heavily, and sinking rapid- 
iy by thestern. ‘The transfer of the 
passengers and crew, notwithstanding 
the great difficulty and highsea running, 
took but three hours and ten minutes, 
As the wreck was a dangerous obstruc- 
ti )havigation, we set on tire. 
‘ position of the wreck was then lati- 
tude 19.19 north 19.47 west. 
In buard th Louis 
warmiy received, and the captain and 
his officers did everything possible for our 
comfort. Wetake this opportunity to 
express our utmost gratitude.” 

‘The St. Louis was slowin making her 
deck at New York, owing to the dense fog 
which overhung the river, When at 
noon the American liner was finally 
moored, the waiting crowd, which had 
kept up an incessant cheer, struggled to 
get aboard. ‘Thos. B. Seagrave, first 
ofticer of the St. Louis, who eommanded 
the first boat that was lowered, and who 
according to all accounts is the real hero 
of the rescue, gave a modest account of 
the oecurrence. He said: ‘It was 
shortly after l o'clock, Monday last that 
the «Bicers on beard the St. Louis noticed 
the signals of distress so familiar and yet 
sodreaded to the seamen. ‘Ihe rockets 
were being, as near as | can judge, about 
five miles to the starboard of us. Orders 
were at once given, and the St. Louis 
promptly changed her course. Signals 
informed us that the vessel was in sore 
distress, and that the passengers aud 
crew desired to be taken off as soon as 
possible. With the aid of glasses we dis- 
covered that the ship had an immense 
hole im her side to the aft, and was slow- 
ly settling. A high rolling sea was run- 
ning atthetime. A storm had been 
raging a few hours previous, but had 
calmed considerably. Our captain at 
once ordered the lifeboats manned, and 
the work of rescue commenced. I was 
given command of the first boat to be 
lowered. We were then laying off about 
one-quarter of a mile from the Veendam. 
As our liteboats drew near, we could 
plainly hear the cries of distress from 
the shivering and frightened passengers. 
As soon as we got close by, Capt. Stenger, 
told ine there was no hope of saving ,the 
vesse], and that all haste shonld be made

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1.53 a, m. when thelast boat pulled up to 
the St. Louis. My boat made four trips, 
and transferred ninety passengers ; Beck 
with’s made two, and transferred thirty- 
six passengers; Campbell's made two, 
and also transferred thirty-six passengers, 
and the Veeudam’s bear made three trips, 
and carried a total of fitty passengers, 
The last man to leave the Veendam was 
Capt. Stenger. I had to call him several 
timez, before he swung himself over the 
side. after setting fire to various parts of 
the cabin. By thistime the stern of the 
Veendam had settled perceptibly, and 


her bow was almost entirely clear of the 


water. Though the sea was running 

very high, we were in little danger of 

being swamped, except when close to the 

ship's side.

This is the second rescue in which 
First Officer Seagrave has played a prom- 
iment part. 

Archer Brown, of Rodgers, Brown & 
Co., iron dealers, of New York, was a 
passenger onthe St. Louis. Describing 
ing the scene on the St. Louis, while the 
re-cue was in progress, Mr. Brown said: 
‘Nearly all the passengers were in bed 
when the news quickly spread that a 
wreck had been sighted. We could see 
the fi ful giare ot the sky rockets as they 
burst in the air, and we could hear the 
shrieks of women on the Veendam. The 


excitement on the St. Louis. ‘that i- 
am ng the passengers, was intense. We 


cheered the rescuers as they pushed off 
forthe Veendam. It was perhaps three- 
quarters of an hour before the first life- 
boat returned. Init we could see about 
twenty-five children, al] huddled together 
and crying lustily. Officer Seagrave was 
duing his best to quiet them. Capt. 
Randle received the first child paszed up. 

tcaught hold of the Captain's beard and 
setupa howl. ‘Then alt the women 
erowded around the captain and took the 
baby from his arms. 

“i tell you it wasa sight worth seeing. 
The way the well dressed women minis 
tered to the wants of the poor wretched 
creatures Who were hauled on board more 
dead than alive. The rescued women, 
after they had partially recovered, begau 
to ery aloud for their children, and when 
they found them they cried with joy. It 
seems to me that some of us men snivelled 
a bit about that time. 

* When the men came aboard, we were 
more in our clement. We gave them 
whiskey and it did them noend of ‘goed. 
As the last boat hove insight a glare 
burst out. The Vendam was on fire. ‘Th: 
rescned passengers huddled together aud 
setup a wail. They had nothing in th 
world except what was on their backs.” 


Rienes vy in the Niondike. 

If reports are to be believed, there is 
one spot of the globe where mankind are 
entirely honest—the Klondike country. 
It is esid that miners’ outfits are left 
lving open and unwatched all along the 
trail for weeks and nobody _ touches 
them. It is true a private letter from a 
Klondiker mentioned that in one instance 
a thief was lynched. In atime when food 
was scarce he had stolen a chunk of 
bacon and appropriated it to his own 
needs. With a touching farewell word for 
his wife and babies in the States he was 
si'rung up and went ‘‘whimpering 
through the air’ like the soul of Danny 
Dever, but this is the only case on record 
of the kind in all Kiondike history, so 
fur as is known. The people are as hon- 
est as a Quaker, every one, and would 
bot touch anything belonging to another. 

‘This is pleasing news. ‘The reason of 
it is also easy tc find. Nobody steals in 
the Klondike because the miner has al- 
ready everrthing that can be bought with 
gold there. He has not everything he 
wants, but he has already everything 
anybody else has and more gold than he 
ean spend, 

‘the natural inference to be drawn is 
that honesty is largely a matter of cir- 
cumstances instead of conscience. Men 
who do mot need ansthing do not steal 
Those who want tor everything and to 
whom the easiest way of getting what 
they want seems to be to steal it are 
thieves, 


Fors and Gas Burners. 


That a London fog deprives coal gas 
of ll.i per cent. of its illuimnating 
power will not surprises many cf us, bur 


that the searching light cf an incan- 
descent burner is robbed of as much as 
20,8 per cent. of its eflicacy is certainly 


astonishing. The reason Professor Lewes 
gives for this phenomenon is that both 
the spectrum of the incandescent and the 
ectric light approach very nearly that 
of the solur spectrum, being very rich in 
the viokt and ultra violet rars, and it is 
precisely thease rays which cannot make 
their way tharcugh a Lendon fog. This 
is the reacon why the sun looks red on 
a foggy day. The violet rays are absorbed 
by the solid particles ficating in the 
aqueous yapor of the atmosphere, and 
chly the red portions of the spectrum get 
wugh, Phe old argand burner is much 
more successful in battling with a Lon- 
than either cf its more youthful 
rivals.—Scientific Amer-
